= IGNAL and extraordinary Events, 
do ſo much ſurpaſs the Capacity of 
human Beings, to bring about and 
——= accompliſh, that they naturally direct 

us to a Firſt Cauſe, and make our Acknowledg- 
ments centre in an Almighty Power. — Among 
the Heroes in profane as well as facred Hiſtory, 
unleſs where Self-ſufficiency prevailed too much, 
| wee find ſome Perſuaſion of a divine Help and 
Aſſiſtance, in the Progreſs and Succeſs of great 
pas 
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and glorious Exploits. — It muſt be confeſſed 


indeed, that the Heathens in general were not 


ſo remarkable for this religious Turn of Mind, 
becauſe their Experiences were leſs, and their 
Confidences were not grounded upon ſuch in- 
fallible Promiſes, as the true Believers in Gop 
were uſed to receive. For ever ſince the Reve- 
lation of Go D's Will by Moſes and the Prophets, 
whereſoever Idolatry and Superſtition prevailed, 
we find a great Contrariety between the Confi- 
dences raiſed by God's legal Meſſengers, and 
thoſe who pretended to be ſuch, 


Tur Circumſtance of Ahab's going up againſt 
Ramoth Gilead to Battle, is a clear Confirmation 
of this Remark. — As Men are fond of giving 
an attentive Ear to what they judge will be for 
their Advantage, and are often put upon hazard- 
ous and deſperate Undertakings by fallacious 
Counſellors and ignorant Adviſers; fo it was in 
the Caſe juſt mentioned; that unfortunate Prince, 
relving more upon the flattering Aſſurances, given 
by thoſe Prophets in whoſe Mouths the Lord had 
infuſed a lving Spirit, than on the Credit and 
Veracity of Micaiab the Son of Imlah, periſhed in 
the Attempt ; and left his Rathneſs a Monument 
and Warning to future Princes, 


BU r 
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BU r where Gop was diſpoſed to proſper an 
Undertaking, and where Men had recourſe ta, 
the proper Meaſures for knowing his Will and 
Pleaſure, there we find no Failure in their rea- 
fonable Expectations. — And this was the Caſe 
of that mighty Monarch, whoſe Succeſs gave 
Riſe to thoſe Demonſtrations of Joy mentioned 
in the Text. — He had the united Dangers of 
Treachery and Force to encounter with; the 
combined Armies of three neighbouring Powers: 
And tho' he had an Army of his own, conſide- 
rable enough to ſwell any Man with Pride, and 
fill him with Confidence and Security, vig. near 
Twelve Hundred Thouſand Men; yet his Hope 
was built upon a better Foundation, and his firm 
Reliance upon Go was his beſt and chief Sup- 


port. 


Tur Method he made uſe of to remove the 
impending Danger, was an evident Proof of his 
Acquaintance with the Way to procure Go p's 
Favour and Protection, and to make the Almigh- 
ty his ſure Safeguard and Defence. For he ſet 
himſelf to ſeek the Lord, by proclaiming a Faſt 
throughout his Kingdom, and enjoining the Peo- 
ple of Judab, with joint Efforts, to implore 
the Bieſſing of Heaven : And the great and glo- 
rious Event was a manifeſt Proof of Go p's Ap- 
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probation of the Manner, as well as Matter, of 
their Addreſſes. 


Wr likewiſe, from a large Experience of the 
Efficacy of fuch a Proceedure, have had Recourſe 
to the ſame Methods ; being juſtly alarm'd with 
the Dangers, which did not long hang over our 
Heads, before, like the Burſting of a Cloud, they 
poured down the Waters of Confuſion and De- 
ſolation upon us.—-We have had, by Royal Au- 
thority, our publick Days of Faſting and Humi- 
lation, and have ſome Reaſon, from the pro- 
ſperous Iflue, to conclude, that the Nation's Sor- 
row and Contrition for thoſe Sins which brought 
the heavy Judgment of Rebellion upon us, was 
hearty and ſincere:. For We, bleſſed be Go p, 
have taſted largely of the divine Goodneſs and 
Compaſſion; by a Deliverance, which at one 
Time we had but little Reaſon to expect; and 
which nothing but an omnipotent Hand could 
poſſibly accompliſh, 


FRoM a deep Senſe of Gratitude, we chear- 


fully obey the Royal Summons at this Time ; 


and, I doubt not, have here afſembled with 
Hearts full of Joy, and devout Acknowledg- 
ments, for ſuch a great and unſpeakable Mercy : 
A Mercy! which we can never be duly ſenſible 
of, without looking back, and taking a OTE 
0 
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of the Danger and Miſery to which we were ex- 
poſed : A Mercy! which we can never be duly 
thank ul for, unleſs we preſerve in our Minds a 
conſtant Senſe and Memorial of it. Theſe two 
Points it ſhall be my endeavour to enforce, and 
I flatter myſelf they may be of Service towards 
a due Regulation of our future Conduct, and the 
avoiding thoſe Sins, which have a natural Ten- 
dency in them to draw down the divine Diſplea- 
ſure upon us. 


As to the Fir, viz. A due Recollection of 
the Danger and Miſery to which we were ex- 
poſed by the late unnatural Rebellion; I hope it 
will not be thought unſuitable to the Solemnity 
of this Day, nor ſtrike too great a Damp upon 
the Joy appropriated, and thought peculiar to it. 
For as Pleaſure and Pain have their Riſe from the 
oppolite Sources of Happineſs and Miſery; as one 
proceeds from the Succeſſion of Good, the other 
from the Addition of Evil; and as the greateſt 
Joy ſprings from a Removal of the greateſt Sor- 
row; therefore a Survey of the Miſeries of that 


Calamity, which the Goodneſs of Gop vouch- 


ſafed to put ſo ſpeedy and miraculous an End to, 
inſtead of proving any Diminution, will rather 
increaſe and heighten the Joy of this great and 
important Occaſion, 
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T o proceed then : As the Deſign of that Re- 
bellion was ſudden and unexpected, ſo was the 
Progreſs rapid and impetuous. It had the Accu- 
mulation of Treachery and Ingratitude, joined 
to the Engines of Policy and Power. It was 
concerted in the Breaſts of two powerful and 
intriguing Courts, the natural and avowed Ene- 
mies to the Peace and Proſperity of theſe King- 
doms. — It was fomented, and cheriſhed in the 
Boſom of a Church, a ſworn Foe to our pure 
Religion and Worſhip ; and backed and ſupport- 
ed by the Treachery and Perfidy of Men of 
deſperate Fortunes, who had little or nothing to 
loſe, but promiſed themſelves great Advantages 
from our Ruin and Deſtruction. 


WHAT had we not Reaſon to dread from 
ſuch a powerful Confederacy and Combination 
of Wickedneſs ?—A Confederacy ! levelled at our 
Lives and Fortunes, and at the Religion, Laws, 
and Liberties of the Nation, the very Bulwarks 
and Props of our Civil and Sacred Rights: And 
this at a Time when we were naked and de- 
fenceleſs; when we had no Force to repel the 
intended Miſchief, and were ready to be deliver- 
ed up as Victims by Perſons of ſeditious Prin- 


ciples, who were waiting to receive the Enemy 
with open Arms. | 


IT 
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IT is reported of Fehoſhaphat, (Ver. 3.) that 
notwithſtanding his numerous Army, he was 
afraid of the combined Forces of Moab, Ammon, 
and Edom : And if fo potent a Prince was ter- 
ribly alarmed, it is not to be wonder'd at that 
the actual Rebellion, and threaten'd Invaſion, 
fill'd us with Conſternation and Confuſion. 


SoME Reaſon, doubtleſs, might be, and in- 
deed is, aſſigned for that Prince's timorous Be- 
haviour on that Occaſion. —For in the firſt Place 
he had been told by Jehu the Son of Hanant the 
Seer, in the ſecond Verſe, that Gop was angry 
with him, on account of his Junction with, and 
entering into the Meaſures of iniquitous Abab, 
formed againſt Ramoth Gilead: For ſhouldeſt thou 
belp the Ungodly, ſays Jebu, and love them that 
hate the Lord? And that Circumſtance might 
give him Reaſon to conclude, that the deſigned 
Invaſion might be by Go p's Permiſſion and Ap- 
pointment, as a Puniſhment for ſo doing. 


IN the ſecond Place, he had fo ſlender Intel- 
ligence of the Enemy's Deſign, that they were 
upon the Borders of his Dominions before he 
knew any thing of their Motions; and therefore 
had Reaſon to apprehend, that they would over- 
run the Land before he could collect his Forces 
together. AND 
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AND if we compare his Situation with our 
own, we ſhall find, that we had as much, if not 
more Reaſon to be afraid, upon both theſe Ac- 
counts. — For as Gop is too loving and merci- 
ful a Being to ſport with the Miſery of his Crea- 
tures, and puniſh us merely for Diverſion, we 
muſt impute his ſevere Diſpenſations to proceed 
from ſome great Failure in our Duty ; from ſome 
wicked Meaſures, derogatory to his Glory and 
Honour, and deſtructive to our own temporal 
and eternal Happineſs. — And ſince the Effect 
cannot be removed, till the Cauſe entirely ceaſes, 
we may reaſonably conclude, that our late Re- 
pentances and Humiliations were ſtrong Motives 
with Go D, and did prevail upon Him to with- 
draw that Calamity from us. 


For by our Departure from Gop and Good- 
neſs, and following the vain Cuſtoms and Vices 
of the World, we might properly be ſaid to in- 
cur the Guilt of helping the Ungodly, and loving 
thoſe that hated the Lord. And as our Sins might 
make us conſcious of deſerving divine Venge- 
ance ; ſo that Conſciouſneſs, joined to the Sud- 
denneſs of the Rebellion, and our Unprepared- 


neſs to reſiſt it, might juſtly terrify and affright 


us. — For the Enemy was upon the Borders of 
the Kingdom, and were actually joined by the 
Sons 
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Sons of Perdition, before we got any Intelligence 
of their Deſign. Their Defeating that little 
Force we were capable of bringing into the Field, 
raiſed their eager Hopes; They were Mafters in 
Imagination of the Strength and Glory of theſe 
Kingdoms; and, had they not been providential- 
ly amuſed by an Attempt upon the Metropolis 
of the North, might actually have been ſo. 


For they had the Advantage, by their ſpe- 
cCious Pretences of redreſſing fictitious Grievances, 
of working upon the Credulity of ſome; and by 
their Influence and Menaces, of forcing many in- 
to their Service. — Popular Clamours againſt the 
Meaſures of the Adminiſtration, were made a 
Handle of, to alienate the Minds of the Well- 
affected; and the pretended Pleas of greater Ad- 
vantages, and Liberty of Conſcience, 1. e. a Li- 
cence for Perſons to be of any Religion, or no 
Religion at all, work'd mightily upon the Paſ- 
ſions of Men, whoſe ſpiritual Eſtate might be as 
hopeleſs and deplorable, as their temporal Cir- 
cumſtances were forlorn and deſperate. 


ANOTHER Argument, ſtrongly inſiſted on, 
was that of an hereditary indefeaſible Right ; 
which, tho' it had no Effect upon the Judgments 
of thoſe, who are acquainted with the Laws and 
Conſtitution of this Kingdom, yet did not want 
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its Advocates and Abettors. — This was their 
boaſted Topick, this their Sanction for Uſurpa- 
tion, this their Varniſh for Cruelty and Oppreſ- 
fion. — And this Pretence had great Weight with 
thoſe of the Romiſh' Communion, with whom 
the Land ſwarms; and who are ready to ſecond 
any Attempts to enſlave and deſtroy us: — They 
would have gloried in our greateſt Tribulation 
and Confuſion; would have made a Merit of 
having a Hand in our Downfal, and let our Mi- 
ſery become the Subject of Deriſion and Diver- 
ſion; for they had the Inſolence to laugh at our 
Calamity, and to mock when our Fear came upon 
us. —And had not the eager and precipitate Ad- 
vances of the reſolute Invaders been providential- 
ly ſtopp'd, their wicked Deſigns, in all Probabi- 
lity, would have been favoured by a formida- 
ble Deſcent upon one Part of the Kingdom, and 
by a dreadful Inſurrection in another. — And 
what a deplorable Scene of Wretchedneſs and 
Woe, Horror and Deſpair, this would have 
opened unto us, 1s eaſy to conceive, from the 
barbarous Diſpoſition of the Rebels themſelves, 
and the mercileſs Cruelty of the Papiſts in theſe 


Kingdoms, whenever they have gotten the upper 
Hand. i 

Bo x it is time to draw the Curtain over ſuch 

a calamitous Scene, and repel the gloomy Thought, 
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by exhibiting, in the Second Place, a Repreſen- 
tation more agreeable, by a Reflection on the 
ſudden and unexpected Deliverance, which we 
this Day ſo publickly commemorate; which at 
once diſſipated our Fears, and reinſtated us in 
the Enjoyment of thoſe invaluable Bleſſings, which 
were intended to be wreſted from us. 


THrx Joy ariſing from a proſperous Event, 
ſhould always bear a Proportion to the Benefits, 
and Advantages conveyed by it. — In private 
Life, the leaſt fortunate Occurrence gives us 
Pleaſure, and we can't help our Conntenances 
bearing Teſtimony to it. — And indeed, out- 
ward Expreſſions of Joy, do ſo naturally flow 
from inward Senſations, that they muſt be very 
faint and languid not to be productive of them : 
And fince the Union of Heart and Lips, and the 
joint Concurrence of Prayer and Praiſes, will 
echo in the Choir of Heaven, and make a me- 
lodions Symphony between the Saints above and 
the Faithful below; our aſſembling together in 


the Houſe of Gop, upon all ſuch neceſſary and 


important Occaſions, is a very rational, and con- 
ſequently commendable Cuſtom. 


AND certainly, if neighbouring Nations ſing 


Te Deum for the Loſs of a Battle, to amuſe 
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the Publick, Fey 0 the Difontented what 
joyful Acclamations, what fervent Gratulations, 
what exalted Strains of Devotion, may juſtly 
be expected from us, who now reap the Benefit 
of a Victory for ever glorious, of a Conqueſt 
truly great? A Conqueſt ! which ſecured to us 
our Civil and Sacred Rights; which protected 
our Lives and Fortunes, and furniſhed us with 
freſh Opportunities of ſerving Go p] Two, the 
greateſt Bleſſings upon Earth, as they tend ta 


promote our temporal and eternal Happineſs. 


THERE is one Circumſtance indeed, which 
makes our Caſe. to, differ widely from that of 
the Children of Judah; — for — had a double 
Motive for Praiſe and Thankſgiving : Their 
Victory not only ſecured their own Rights and 
Properties, but they were vaſtly enriched by the 
Booty taken from the. Enemy ;. for ver. 2 f. it is 
ſaid, They lad more than, they could carry away;. 
and were three Days i in gathering the. Nil. 


Bu T our victory Was * Witch no ſuch 
ſignal Advantage; our Joy has .nq other Founda : 
tion, but the Preſervation af our Perſons and Ef- 
fects from the Hands of Rapin and Violence: 
Our Royal Commander had no other Motives for 
OW his Perſon in ſo hazardous an Enter- 


prize, 
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prize, but the Love of his dear Country, and 
the defending our Civil and Religious Rights, 
from the unhallowed and rapacious Hands of 
Thieves and Murderers; whoſe poor Military 
Cheſt was ſoon exhauſted, and who were ſoon 
forced to ſubſiſt upon the Bounty of Male- con- 
tents, and the exorbitant Contributions extorted 
from the Well- affected and Loyal. 


Bur tho' the Victory differs ſo much in Va- 
lue from that abovementioned, yet ſince their 
Scheme was levelled at all we held near and dear, 
and aimed at Robbing us of what we were de- 
lighted with, and had placed our Happineſs in; 
our Deliverance contains ample Matter for 
Thankfulneſs and Joy; and as it arifes from ſo 
plentitul a Fountam of Good, the Current of 
Gratitude ſhould be viſibly flowing in our Lives 
and Manners. 


Wr have now been engaged in an Act of Reli- 


gion ſuitable to ſo grand an Occaſion, and, I hope, 


have expreſſed the Senſe we entertain of fo va- 
luable and wonderful a Blefling, with an Arden- 
cy of Devotion equal to our former ſolemn and 
humble Supplications to Go p for Succeſs to His 


Majeſty's Ams. — But our Gratitude- muſt not 


reſt here For we muſt preſerve in our Minds 
.C 2 a con- 
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a conſtant Sento of the Goodnek and Providence 
of Go b, as the firſt and principal Cauſe; tho' 
we do, and ſhould retain a reſpectful Memorial 
of the Courage and Conduct of his Roy ar. 
H1iGHNEess, and the gallant Behaviour of the 
Forces under his wiſe Command, as the ſecond 
Cauſe, as the Agents and Inſtruments allotted by 
Gop to convey the Mercies of ſuch a Deliver- 
ance to us, 


Ap if we lock upon God's Providence, as 
indeed we ought, to be principally concerned, 
our Gratitude and Thankfulneſs to Him will be 
beſt expreſſed, by. guarding againſt a Return to 
thoſe Crimes which we have fo ſolemnly re- 
nounced, and which were the ſuppoſed Cauſe 


of his ſending the great and heavy Judgment of 
Rebellion upon us. 


Gop's Goodneſs and Power were very evident, 
in cauſing the Approach of our Forces to ſtrike a 
Terror in the Rebels, when the ſmall Succeſs 
they had met with had fluſh'd them, and puſh'd 
them forward to the very Heart of theſe King- 
doms. 


Trx Goodneſs of Go p is no leſs evident, 
in diſappointing them of the expected Succours 


from 
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from Abroad, and the Junction they looked for 
of Numbers at Home : But above all, have we 


Cauſe to praiſe and magnify the Power of Gop, 


for that final and glorious Defeat, that deciſive 
Stroke, which made them pay dear for their 
Folly, and fatally convinced them of the Raſh- 
neſs of their Undertaking. 


THEsE are Circumſtances which beſpeak an 
over-ruling Providence; and as they ſerve to 
make our Eſcape the more wonderful and mira- 
culous, ſo do they lay us under a greater Obli- 
gation, of letting our future Behaviour be a 
ſtanding Proof, of the high Opinion we enter- 


tain of theſe Inſtances of Go p's ſovereign Pow- 


er and infinite Goodneſs. 


To return to thoſe Crimes which we have 
paid ſo dearly for, and to offend that Go p, who 
has been ſo extremely kind, would be a Means of 
bringing our old Sins to Remembrance; to ag- 
gravate and heighten the Guilt of them, and 
provoke Him to pour out freſhVials of his Wrath 


upon us. 


Ir is not enough, therefore, to put off the old 
Man with its Luſts, and to have an Abhorrence 
of former Impieties ; but we muſt likewiſe be 
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W in the Spirit of our Minds; which im- 
plies, that we be daily converſant in Acts of So- 
briety, Juſtice, Charity and Godlineſs ; that we 
be filled with a pious Fervour, with 4 Longing 
after Glory and Immortality. 


SUCH a godly Diſpoſition, will not only make 
us circumſpect in our own Conduct, but, as far 
as our Station and Influence will admit, will ex- 
cite us ta diſcourage, and diſcountenance the 
Habits and Practice of Vice and Immorality in 
others. — This will recommend us to the Favour 
and Protection of Heaven, and be a Means of 
ſecuring our Perſons and Effects, from the Vio- 
lence of unreaſonable and ill-deſigning Men: — 
The Benefit wlll be both private and perſonal, 
as well as publick and univerſal ;—no Evil will 
come nigh us or our Dwellings, no Calamity fall 
upon Church or State. 


Bu T whilſt, by the Sobriety and Holineſs of 
our Lives, we are making ourſelves fit Objects of 
the divine Compaſſion and Favour, let us ſhew 
a becoming Regard to our political Situation, by 
bleſſing and praiſing Go p, for fixing the Succeſ- 
ſion in the preſent Raya Family, and placing His 
Gracious Majeſty upon the Throne of theſe 
Kingdoms: Let us be thankful that we have a 


Prince,

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Prince, who does not make an arbitrary Will the 
Rule of his Conduct; but will ſubmit to be go- 
verned by the Laws and Conſtitution of the 
Land. A Prinee, remarkable for his juſt and 
mild Adminiitratioh; who never conſents to the 
capital Puniſhment, even of notorious Criminals, 
but with Reluctance; and who, far from tri- 
umphing over the unfortunate Captives, would 
have ſhewh no Tokens of Revenge - upon: them, 

did not publick Juſtice loudly call for it. — Let 


us hi” by all the Marks of Loyalty and Obe- 


dience, endeavour to make the Crown fit eaſy 
upon his Head. Let us ſupport his Power and 
Dignity, that He may ſecure to us the Enjoy- 
ment of our ineſtimable Liberties and Properties; 
Let us beg of Go p to continue to bleſs Him 
with all tho Princely 


reign conftantly in their. Hearts: Let us thank 
God, that we have a Prince deſcended from 
Him, by Nature fitted and formed for great and 
glorious Exploits; One renowned for his Cou- 
rage and Conduct, and capable of curbing the 


Inſolence of domeſtick or foreign Foes.— But let 


not even this fill us with too much Confidence 
and Security; Let us rather guard againſt thoſe
